INTERESTING TRIALS. 
KING’s BENCH, GUILDHALL, Fuly 4. 


Berore Lornp Kenyon AND A SPECIAL Jury. 
The King verfus Rufby. ° 


REGRATING. 


OHN RUSBY was indifted for buying, on the~8th of 
November laft, of Meffrs. Shrimpton and Co. on the 
Corn Exchange, 9° quarters of oats, by fample, for 41s. per 
quarter, and for unlawfully regrating 3° quarters of the fame 
to William Hardy. 

Mr. Erfkine commenced his addrefs by obferving, that this 
was a profecution which peculiarly merited the confideration 
of thejury. Nothing had of late been more the fubjett of 
general regret thanthe high price of provifions. The caufe 
of that inconvenience was not to be found in the elements, 
but was to be attributed to the mal-prattices of thofe men 
who committed offences againft the public trade of the 
country. ‘Theremedy was not in the legiflature—it was not 
by {weeping away wholefome eatutes, which had for ages 
been growing into vigour, much lefs by the rafh experiments 
which were perhaps at this moment in contemplation. The 
moft effeftual way was, by putting in force the laws which 
ftill remained, and by going to that fource from which the 
ftatute laws were derived, namely the antient common law 
of the land. If this fhould prove infufficient, it would then 
bocome a queftion in the breaft of the legiflature, whether it 
would.not be wife to rebuild that fabric it had deftroyed, 
whenat repealed the aéts of Parliament againft regrating and 
foreftaliing. The conimon law was founded on that broad) 
found, diftingt, intelligible principle, that Judges and juries 
could mould: it to anfwer every purpole of juftice. . Thé 
flarute laws were differen:—t! ey Ww ere obliged to be conftrued 
fitictly ; and, not unficquenily, were anadequate to the pres 
yention 
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vention of a mifchief within the fpirit, though not within the 
letter of them; arid, on the other hand, were often applied 
to cafes not within the view of the legiflature. The offence 
charged in this indi€tment did not require any ftatute to con- 
ftitute it fuch—it was fo recognized by principles as antient 
as the common law itfelf. It was laid down in the third in- 
ftitute by Lord Coke, that regrating, and all offences againft 
trade, were comprehended under the general term of fore- 
falling. It was not.to be expeéted he could fhew that the 
modern notions of foreftalling exa&ly correfponded with 
the a-.tient ; but there could be no doubt, that when a man 
came into a market, and prevented it’ from taking, its fair 
courfe, by buying up the commodity, and felling it again at 
énhanced pricés, thereby creating an artificial {carcity, he did 
that which Lord Coke had defcribed as coming within the 
meaning of foreftalling, and‘that which antiently, and at this 
day, was an offence at common law. He underftood that a 
fet of perfons had intruded themfelves upon the cornfa€tor 
and the confumer. Thefe perfons were called jobbers, The 
fa&tors themfelves poffeffed ftands in the Corn Market, where 
they expofed famples of the corn they had. to difpofe of. 
The famples were in bags, on which the quantity in bulk to 
be fold was marked. The price was left tothe difcretion of 
the fa&tor. If this mode of fale was fuffered without the,in- 
tervention of the jobber, the market would naturally find its 
own level; but the practice was this—the jobber went to 
the fa&tor, and afked him at what he would fell a fample? 
the faftor named a fum; the jobber then agreed to become a 
purchafer at that fum, or fuch other ashe thought proper to 
propofe, provided the fa€tor could not get a higher from any 
body elfe, In the fame mariner the jobber went to the other 
factors, and thus fecured a pre-emption of ail the corn in the 
market at a certain price. Then came the confumer, and 
offered the faétor his terms; if he was willing to give a 
fum that exceeded the offer of the jobbers, there was no 
harm done ; but if not, the latter poured into the market like 
acharge of cavalry, feized upon all the corn, put the bags 
containing the famples upon the ftands of fuch of the corn- 
faftors as were their own agents, and would not fuffer it to 
be fold till they got the price they pleafed to demand. This 
was the offence imputed tothe defendant. He trutfted, if it 
was proved, the conviétion of the jury would have the opera- 
tron of reftoring the market to its level, and of relieving the 
diftreffes of the poor. ; 
D2 Mr, 
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Mr. Richard Snell faid he was a-corn-chandler and buyer, 


gn the Corn Exchange. There were certain factors who {old 
for the proprietors of corn. They had ftands where famples 
in bags were expofed to view. The perfon who withed te 
buy applied tothe fa&tor forthe price. Of late it had been 
éxtremely difficult to make purchafes at a fair price; fre. 
quently when he had offered what he deemed a proper and 
reafonable price, the fa€tor had refufed it, alledging, he could 
not take it, becaufe the jobbers had agreed to give him fo 
much more. On the 8th of November laft he was on the 
Corn Exchange, and applied at the {land of Meffrs. Shrimp. 
ton and Co. where there was a fample marked 9°. He ex. 
ainined the fample, and obferved the corn was in fome degree 
heated. He inquired the price in the ufual way; was in- 
formed it was 44s. and that the bulk was on board Hollingf. 
worth’s craft. He offered 40s. but it was not accepted, 
He then walked round the market, and thortly after faw 
Rufby at Shrimpton’s ftand with the fame fample in his hand, 
bargaining for it. The defendant having concluded the 
contraél, carried the fample to his own ftand. The bufinefs 
of Rufby was that of a jobber; that is, one who buys to fell 
again. The defendant immediately opened the fample, and 
expofed it to fale, He was certain the bag the defendant had 
expofed to fale was the fame for which he had been bargain- 
ing with Sharwood. Soon after he miffed the fample from 
Rufby’s fland, and faw it again on the ftand of Preft and 
Nattrafs, who are faftors. He went to them and atked the 
price; they toldhim 45s. It was the fame bag and the fame 
oats he had feen at Shrimpton’s. He inquired where the 
bulk was? and was told on board of Holling{worth’s craft, 
and thatthe quantity was 9® quagters. 

Mr. Sharwood, the partner of Shrimpton and Greenfide, 
faid he remembered Mr. Snell’s applying to him on the 8h 
of November, to know the price of a fample of oats marked 
9° quarters, which he wantedto purchafe. He could not te- 
collect what price he afked; it might have been 43s. or 44s. 
He afterwards fold the fame fample to Mr. Ruby, the de- 
fendant, for 41s. He never faw the fample again, nor had 
he any converfation with the defendant ull @re next market 
day, when he told him he had heard the fample had been ex- 
pofed upon another cornfagtor’s fland. On his erofs-exa- 
mination he faid, it was after Snell had applied to bim, he 
fold the bag to Rufby, and not in conlequence of any pre 
vious contraét, 
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_Mr..Nattrals,' the cornfaftor, .waS néxt examined ;“he -ads 
mitted a fample of oats, marked 90, had been brought to him, 
but he did not particularly remembet that it was the defeindant 
who had broughtthem. The witnefs was clofely prefled by 
Mr. Garrow to this point.; and. Lord Kenyon was trequentiy 
obliged to.admonifh him he-was on his. oath; he perfifted in 
faying, be believed it might have been Rathy, but he would 
not {wear pofitively to the faét. He admitted he had made 
no return of the tranfaction to the Clerk of the. Market, 
though it was his duty to have done fo. He. was therafked; 
whether he had made an entry of it in his book? He faid he 
had, and brought a copy of the entry with bim, which he 
would fwear exactly. cotrefponded with his beok; it aps 
peared he had had notice to produce his book in court, and 
that the defendant’s folicitor had exprefsly deftred him to do 
fo ; but he faid, he thought the copy, which he could {wear 
to, would have been fafficient. 

Lord Kenyon cenfured bis conduét, and defired him to go 
home and bring it. He did fo; and, in the sean time, otheg 
witnefles were exarhined.—-W hen he returned, the entry ig 
his book was read; it materially differed from the copy he 
had at frit produced. The entry had been originally made 
inthe name of Ruiby and his partners ; but had been altered 
to the name of Thomas Smith, one of his partners only. 
The copy corre{ponded to the fubfequent alteration. | 

Mr. Gurney, the fhort-hand writer, was defired to.read his 
notes of the evidence, and proved that the witnefs had falfely 
fworn the pretended copy he had produced was exa&iy 
fimilar to the entry in the book. 

Mr. Hardy faid, he bought 30 quarters of oats, on the Sth: 
of November, of Preft and Nattrafs, the defendant's faétors ;: 
the fample night be marked 90—he was not certain. 

Mr. Samuel Hoillingfworth, the lighterman,employed by 
Shrimpton’s houfe, admitted that he had, on the 8th of No. 
vember, 88 quarters and twd bufhels of oats belonging to 
them; 9° quarters were worked out to Mr. Hardy, the re- 
mainder were delivered to Mefirs. Rufby and Smith. 

Joln Sweetman, the corn-meter, proved the delivery, as 
flaied by the laft witnefs. 

_ Mr. Law defired the jury to diveft themfelves of that pres 
Judice againft the defendant which the conduét of the witnefs 
Nattrafs muft neceflarily have created. Whether the pre- 
fent high price of provifions was occafioned by regrating 
or foréftalling had nothing to do with the prefent cafe; the 
ouly gueftion was, whether the defendant had been guilty of 
any 
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any offence againft the ftatute or common law of the king. 
dom? He took a review of the flatutes againft regrating, 
which had been repealed in the 12th of his prefent Majefty’s 
yeign, at the inftance of the late Mr. Burke, obferving, that 
the opinion of the framer of the repealing a&t, fan@ioned by 
that of the legiflature, exprefsly déclared thofe ftatutes to 
have been mifchievous in their effeéts, and operating to the 
prevention of a regular fupply of- provifions. In that opi- 
nion men of the higheft charaéters had concurred. With 
refpeét to the prefent cafe, his defence’ was, that Mr. Rufby' 
had been guilty of no offence againft thofe ftatutes, fuppofing 
them to have exifted, or againft the common law. He was 
aware of the unpopularity attached to the defence of a man 
¢harged with fuch an offence, at atime when provifions were 
at fo immoderate a price. To call a man a regrator was to 
give hima caput lupinum, and fubjcst him to be hunted down 
by fociety. He entreated the jury, therefore, to withdraw 
their minds from every collateral circumftance, and -fec 
whether the defendant fell within the charge in the indi. 
ment ; that charge referred to the individual a& of Rufby ; 
confequently, if he could prove that he had done alt in his 
power, by reclamation and refiftance, to- prevent it, and that 
it was the aft of his partner, no criminal refponfibility could 
attach to him. ; 
Lord Kenyon did not fubferibe to this dofrine. His 
Lordthip inftanced a cafe reported by Lord Raymond, to 
prove that a man might be criminally refponfible for the a& 
of another; it wasthe cafe of a builder, whofe fervant had 
thrown rubbifh into the ftreet, by which acoach was over- 
turned ; it was held, upon an indiétment for a nuifance, that 
se{pondeat fuperior. ’ 
Mr. Law admitted this ; but he contended the prefent was 
not a cafe of implied permiflion, but of pofitive prohibition; 
it therefore refolved itfelf into a queftion of faé&, whether 
the defendant had not oppofed that which was in faét the 
a& of his partner? Adus non facit Reus nifi mens fit Rea, 
was a maxim univerfally admitted, and no man could be 
criminally refponfible for an a&t to which, fo far from being 
participant, he had objeéted. He then ftated the cafe, which 
will be colle&ted from the evidence of the witneffes; and 
obferved, that however neceflary it might be to put the laws 
in motion againft regrators and foreftallers, it would be i- 
juftice to apply them to the prefent defendant. 
Thomas Smith, one of the partners of Rufby, faid, he 
temembered his bringing the fample of oats, and — 
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that he had given 41s. per quarter for them; the witnefs 
thought it was more than the market price; they were warm, 
and in bad condition, and he advifed them to be re-fold ; 
Ruby faid it would be an offence to the houfe of Shrimpton 
and Co. to re-fell them, and that the quantity was too trifling 
to be any object; the defendant went away, and. when the 
witnels faw him in about.a quarter of an hour afterwards he 
repeated his objeftion, and ftated, that if they were re-fold 
he would have nothing to do with it, nor would he be liable 
to any blame on the part of Shrimpton and Co. The wit- 
nefs took the fample after market hours to Preft and Nat- 
trafs’s and; he had words with the defendant on account of 
the fale; upon which he faid he would take all the blame to 
himfelf. Upon the following market day he defired Nattrafs 
to alter the entry fromthe partnerlhip firm to his own. 

Upon the crofs-examination of this witnefs it appeared 
from the queftions he did an{fwer, and from the inferences of 
thofe he declined an{wering, that it was the conftant praétice 
on the Corn Exchange to fell corn over and over and over 
again on the fame market-day, at enhanced prices each fale. 
He admitted he and his partners had bought grain, and fold 
it. again in the fame market at an advance of 3d—6d—1s—2s 
“and half a crown. On being interrogated, Whether 
he‘had not fold it at a profit of five /hillings? he refuled to 
return any an{wer ! 

William Smith, the other partner, depofed to Mr. Rufby’s 
having objeéted to the propofition for a refale on the fame 
day, and that he had never retraéted his diffent. On the 
contrary, he the defendant as well as the witnefs, were fo 
averfe to it, that the tranfattion was carried to Thomas 
Smith’s own account. 

Mr. Evikine having made a moft able reply, in which he 
expofed the abfurdity of the excufe fet up by the defendant, 
exprefled his firm perfuafion, that the verdi& of the jury 
would convey glad tidings to the people, and above all to 
the poor, of which clafs he fpoke in terms of the higheft 
tegard. There was no country on the face of the habitable 
globe, where the poor were more virtuous, more induftrious, 
or more entitled, by every claim of juflice and humanity, 
to the prote&tion of their fuperiors. Our limits wili not 
allow usto give even an outline of his eloquent fpeech. 

Lord Kenyon delivered his fentiments to the jury much to 
this effect :—"' It is not often I have had an opportunity of 
addrefling myfelf to a jury upon acale of fo much confe- 
quence in every refpett as the prefant one is. Thofe caufes 
which 
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which have generally come under my confideration, and that 
of juries in this place, have involved queftions in which 
iummenfe wealth has been concerned, but they have affefted 
enly the interefts of particular individuals; yet caufes of 
this defcription have ever been difcuffed with the utmoft at. 
tention. The prefent is a eaufe in which the interefts of 
all ranks are concerned ; it affeéts the high, the low, the rich, 
and the poor, but mainly the lower orders of fociety. All 
are defirous of the comforts of life, yet all cannot obtain 
them. It is, however, fit, im every well regulated ftate, 
that none fhould know .he want of the neceffaries of life— 
If, by intrigue and ¢ .al ination, the poor, who formrthe moft 
numerous clafs of i ty, are deprived of the neveflary 
means of exiftence, they are thereby placed in a fituationin 
which the wifdom of the legiflature of this or any atber 
country would not with to place them. The legiflature cap 
never be fo well employed as when administering to the re- 
lief of thofe whofe humble rank places them at a diftance 
from their obfervation. The great are not only called upon, 
by the diétates of humanity and religion, to afford proteétion 
and promote the happinefs and comfort of thofe beneath 
them ; but it is aduty which they are imperioufly prompted 
to perform, by every confideration of their own interefls, 
The law upon the prefent fubje&t you have heard accurately 
flated to you. You have been told that the ftatutes whieh 
formerly proteéted the fubje& have been fwept away. Why 
thofe ftatutes, which had remained upon our books ypwards 
of 150 years, were thought by the legiflature to be unne: 





ceflary fafeguards, I am at a lofs to determine. © In my opi- ° 


nion it was in-an evil hour they were repealed; yet, thank 
God, the power that repealed them either did not know the 
common law of the land poffeffed equal vigour to reprefs 
the offence which was the obje& of them, or, if it was 
aware of that circumftance, wifhed to leave it to the opera 
tion of the common law. The common law is a fyfem 
almoft coeval with the exiftence of fociety inthis copntry: 
We are not to fuppofe it merely founded upon that wifdom 
which the Norman conqueror brought over with him.’ Its 
to be traced far beyond that period—it is obfervable in that 
fyftem of jurifprudence which conftituted the ancient 
Saxon laws inthis kingdom. That regrating and foreftalling 
was formeily confidered an offence againft the common law, 
there can be no doubt—that it remains fo ftill, if unqueftion- 
able—That it is univerfally fo confidered, is obvious, from the 
eircumftance of the Judges having of late particularly theogit® 
i , 6 their 
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their duty in their charges to. grand juries throughout the 
country, to point it out as an offence againft which the com- 
mon law provided a fufficient fhield. The fingle queftion is 
whether that offence, which is admitted to exift, has been 
committed by the defendant to this indi€tment? The fpecu- 
lations of theorifts have faid, that no fuch offence does exitt. 
An eminent and learned writer, no lefs conf{picuous for the 
goodnefs of his heart than for his great abilities, has faid, 
“ There is no more danger to be apprehended from fore- 
falling than from witchcraft.” Whena good man dies, it 
is a lofs felt by the whole fociety, and no one more regrets 
than Ido the lofs of fuch a man as. Mr Adam Smith, the 
celebrated author of the Wealth of Nations, to whom I 
allude. I with that great and learned man had been here 
this day, and heard this caufe; fure I am that he would not 
have told-me there was.no fuch thing as foreftalling.—If he 
had been informed that corn, cattle, and every neceflary of 
life was brought to. market, and that men with large purfes 
ftept in between the proprietor and the confumer, and were 
the means of raifing the price of the market five per cent. 
I fhould then have liked to have afked him, whether he was 
of opinion there was no more to be dreaded from forefalling 
than witchcraft ? No, afluredly he would not. The offence, 
which enhances the price of the miferable pittance of the 
poor man and his family, is one which knocks hard at every 
breaft tenanted by a foul fufceptible of feeling. With re- 
gard to the proof of the defendant’s guilt, how does it ftand ? 
You are told by the witnefs, Nattrafs, that he believed the 
fample was delivered by Rutby ; then he tells you he did not 
know whether it was him or not. We are obliged to hear 
what witnefles fay, however inconfiftent,—but we are not 
obliged to give credit to them. It is not the number of 
witnefles, but their credibility, we are.to attend to. This 
obfervation is the common Cantalena of Courts of Juftice. 
Teflis non numerantur fed ponderantur, is the maxim. of 
law. Though we are bound to hear, we are not bpund tg 
believe. The ftory told by Smith, I confefs, I do not be- 
lieve. He has faid, that the fale of famples on the Corn 
Exchange, over and over again at advanced prices, is quite 
a common thing. If fo, then why fhould the defendant 
and his partners wrangle about that which was admitted to 
be the general cuftom? I confefs it requires a greater degree 
of credulity than I am poffeffed of to give the leaft attention 
to fuch a defence. Whether the witnefles have been aftuated 
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fiot fay. It is certainly the perfeétion of the human heart 
to do what we can for our friends. We are bound by every 
tic of morality and religion fo to do; but the fame morality 
and religion dittate that the gratification of friendthip thould 
not be founded on the violation of the laws. Such is the 
complexion of theevidence by which the defendant hasen. 
deavoured to amufe us, that it is impoflible not to fee 
through it. We are not wholly unacquainted with the world 
and its delufions—we are not thofe cloiftered monks, bred 
in cells, we have been defcribed. We have perhaps learnt 
the knowledge we poflefs in places as pure and as virtuous as 
thofe which I will not now repeat, but which I have recently 
alludedto. I am proud to fay, that my condu& has ac. 
quitted me in the eyes of mankind and my fellow fubjeéts. 
With refpe& to that point on which I interrupted the 
Yearned counfel, Mr. Law, I admit, that in a multitude of 
mifdemeanours, a man is not anfwerable for a criminal a& 
done by another. No manis to be hanged by proxy : but, 
inthofe cafes where ‘a reciprocality of intereft is concerned, 
it is different. Was not the mntereft of Rufby identified with 
that of his partner? Had there really been an innocuous 
partner, the fa&t might have been eafily proved.——The 
farce, reprefented as it has been, might have been better got 
“up. Why were not the books of the partnerfhip, in which 
the tranfaftion was entered, brought forward? and why, 
jn the one that was produced, were there thofe interpola 
tions ? That the offence has been committed, there can be no 
doubt. Smith, the partner, conceiving his fhoulders fuffici- 
ently broad, is content to take the whole of the guilt upon 
himfelf. I fhould hope, for the fake of public juftice, he 
will be the fubjeét of a fecond profecution. How he will 
be able to protect himfelf from the confequences of his own 
evidence, I am not aware. ,The only queftion now is, 
whether this offence is brought home to Rufby? It isa 
moft momentous’ queftion. It, as I know it does, a rich man 
can place his meflengers at every avenue of a market tows, 
10 buy up butter, cheefe, meat, and every article that fuftains 
the ‘life of man, and by ‘that means can raife the market 
50 per cent. furely a precedent which may ftem the torrent 
of fuchan abufe is of the firft importance to the public.” 
The jury inftantly pronounced the defendant—GuILTY. 
Lord Kenyon.—*. You have conferred almoft the greateft 
beriefit on your country by the verdi@-you have given, that 
ever was conferred by any ‘jiry.” 
(Phere was-another:profecution againit the defendant for 
engroflivg, but it was not thought neceflary to go on with tt. 
TusoN 
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Tuson verfus BATFING. 


THIS was an aétion brought by Mr. Tufon, a furgeon 
in London, for remuneration for attendances upon the wife 
of Mr. Batting, a gentleman refident at Ealing, a diftance of 
about feven miles from town. 

Thefe attendances were continued from the 28th of 
Auguft to the month of November, (about the {pace of three 
months,) two days in each week. The plaintiff's demand, 
after the rate of one guinea per mile, or feven guineas for 
each vifit, amounted to 215]. and upwards. The defendant 
had paid into court 781. 4s. being at the rate of two guineas 
anda half for each vifit; and this a€tion was brought to 
recover 197]. and a fraétion, being the difference between 
the fum aétually paid into court by the defendant, and that 
demanded by the plaintiff. ’ 

The queftion was, whether the charge of one guinea per 
mile, ufually made by the furgeons of the metropolis, was 
a charge which they had a right to demand for vifiting pa- 
tients in the country, or whether the remuneration for fuch 
attendance was not optional, and dependent upon the ho- 
nour, liberality, and ability of the patient. 

Several refpe&table furgeons were fucceffively examined, 
and ftated that the charge was a cuftomary and eftablifhed 
rule, and that furgeons were in this refpe& entitled to be 
confidered upon a fimilar footing with phy ficians. 

Lord Kenyon, amongft other things, obferved, that it was 
much better to leave the quantum of remuneration claimed 
by medical pra¢titioners tothe honour of the parties. 

The jury, with very little hefitation, found a verdi& for 
the defendant. 





GENERAL REVIEW of POLITICS, 
For June, 1800, 


ITALY. 


INCE our laft review important events have taken place, 
of which we fhall‘here give a fummary. When the 
fiege of Genoa was completely formed, operations were im- 
mediately preffed on one hand to expedite its reduétion, and 
on the other to raife the fiege. On the 30th of April, the 
Auftrian General; Gottefheim, under cover of the fire from 
the Phoenix, Mondovi, Entreprenante, and other inferior 
E 2 velfels 
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veffels of Lord Keith’s fquadron, preffed the enemy up to 
the walls near the fhore, but failed in taking the little 
fort'‘of St. Martino. General Out took the Dui Fratalli by 
efcalade, and blocked up Diamonti, but the French, though 
they loft in fight 1500 men, in the fame evening repoffeffed 
themfelves of all their former pofts. 

On the 2d of May the enemy made a defperate fortie, 
which was conduéted with great intrepidity, though without 
effect ;. they loft 1200 men. They were, however, dif- 
heartened by their repeated [ofles, and the covering army, 
burning fome of their magazines, began a retreat. Melas 
rightly conceiving that it was of the greateft importance to 
get entirely rid of the offenfive corps under Suchet, on the 
6th of May made a fuccefsful attack on the Col de Tende, 
which he carried by the bayonet, and the enemy being driven 
beyond Saorgio and Broglio, retreated towards Nice. On 
the 7th they were attacked and defeated at Oneglia, and on 
the 11th compelled to evacuate the riviere of Genoa, and the 
whole country of Nice, which, with its two caftles, was oc- 
cupied by the Auftrians under General Knefevich. 

The fiege of Genoa was now prefled with redoubled 
vigour : The important poft of Savona was gained the 13th 
of May, in confequence of famine. The fame auxiliary 
was principally and juftly relied on for the reduétion of 
Genoa; the vigilance of the Britifh fquadron and the fuc- 
cefles of Melas prevented the approach of fupplies, and 
want made the moft dreadful ravages in the garrifon.— 
Anxioufly expeéting relief from France, they made a flub- 
born refiftance, and underwent every hardfhip with unabating 
refolution; but at length, they were obliged, on the thot 
June, to enter into articles of capitulation, by which this im- 
porte int city was yielded up to the Auftrian and Englith 
forces. 

Meanwhile the army of referve, under Bonaparte, was 
rapidly advancing to wreft from the Auftrians their hard- 
earned laurels. This army was found by Berthier, on huis 
arrival at Dijon, in a miferable condition, but its equipment 
was completed in lefs than twenty days, and the march to- 
wards Genoa began by the fhorteft, though apparently the 
moft difficult, route. Berthier proceeded to Laufanne on 

the 10th of May, and was moft gracioully received at Copet 
by the p reten led friend of royalty and focial order, Necker, 
The army advanced by fenced marches towards the Great 
Alps, and with great labour reached the top of St. Bernard. 


Thechief difficulty conlifted in tranfporting the artillery, 4 
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St. Bernard was covered with fnow, and the afcent extremely 
fteep. ‘Iwo methods were employed : the firft to hollow out 
trees in the fhape of a canoe, which being drawn by 100 men, 
yoked toa cable, ferved to convey the cannon ; the other 
was to raife {ledges on cafters, and emptying the caiffons, 
convey in them the ammunition. On the 17th of May, Ge- 
neral Launes proceeded to Chatillon ; the army pafled through 
St. Bernard from the 20th to the 21ft. All this was effef&ted 
with only a flight oppofition at Aofta. 

On the 28th Berthier invefted the caftle of Bard, which 
he took, while Launes captured the citadel of Ivrea. Fol- 
lowing the road to Turin, the army proceeded to the Chia- 
fella, where they were vigoroufly, but ineffe&tually, oppofed 
by the Auftrians. While the advanced guard, under Launes, 
pufhed forward towards the Po andthe Chevaffo, the divifion 
under General Turreau attacked the Auftrians at Suza, which 
he took together with Brunetta, and before the end of May, 
the enemy, who throughout their progrefs had the beft intel- 
ligence, were in a pofition to intercept the return of the 
Auftrian forces from Nice. Terror and confternation now 
prevailed; the French fpread themfelves over Piedmont, 
paffed the Tefino on the goth of May, and fucceflively made 
themfelves mafters of Milan, Pavia, Lodi, Cremona, Brefciz, 
Placentia, and Stradella, with many valuable magazines, 
which reduced Melas to great diftrefs. Under thefe circum- 
ilances it became obvioufly the intereft of the French to 
purfue their advantages, and they did not hefitate in adopting 
that line of conduét. 

General Ort, having garrifoned Genoa, was repairing to 
the affiftance of his chief by forced marches, at the head of 
20,000 men, when, on the 9th of June, he was attacked at 
Cafteggio, a village near Voghera, by the French Generals 
Launes and Viétor, and after an obftinate and fanguinary 
conteft defeated, with the lofs of 3000 killed and 6000 pri- 
foners, 

On the 11th the enemy repoffeffed themfelves of Turin, 
which was evacuated by Melas. On the 18th was fought at 
Marengo a general and decifive battle, which appears to have 
fixed the fate of Italy. The Auftrians were utterly routed, 
with the lofs of 6000 killed and 8000 prifoners. The de- 
feated Generals finding their fituation no longer tenable, are 
faid to be capitulating for the furrender of Genoa, and all 
their other fortreffes taken in Italy and Lombardy. 


GERMANY. 
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Fatigued and enfeebled with the feries of extraordinary 
exertions noticed im our laft, and in which 45,000 lives were 
facrificed, the contending armies preferved, in the neigh. 
bourhood of Ulm, a itate of fullen, repofe. In this they 
continued from the #1th to the 27th of May, when Moreau, 
leaving a force under St. Cyr, near Ulm, to watch the mo. 
tions of Kray, croffed the Lech wuh agreat part of his army, 
and marched into Bavaria, in which he made fome progref, 
but fpcedily evacuated the country, after {preading grea 
alarm and confternation. The French, in their progrels inte 
Germany, have levied the following contributions: From 
the Landgrave of Furftenberg, 500,009 florins; from the 
town of Unberlingen, 30,000; Memmingen, 60,000; Bi. 
berach, 45,000; Bucnorn, 39,000; Ravenfherg, 30,000; 
Pfullendorf, 20,000; Salmanfwerl, 100,000; St. Blaife, 
200,000; the Abbey of Buchau, 50,000; Schuflenried, 
25,000; Althorfen, 50,000; Abbey of Weurllenau, 25,000; 
Wangen 50,000, Thefe are the only material proceedings 
m Germany. 

At the moment of the furrender of Genoa, the danger 
of Melas was fufficiently apparent. The progrefs of both 
the French armies had been condufed with that boldaels 
which indicated a certain knowledge of the flrength and re- 
fources of their opponents, and an affured convidtion of 
fuecefs. Bonaparte did not hefitate in the firft moment of 
his appearance, to proclaim the re-eftablifhment ef the Ci- 
falpine republic, and Mereau, prefling refolutely forward 
to a certain point, and there lopping, fhewed. that he aéted 
under a previous agreement, and knew his means to be ex- 
aftly commenfurate to the execution of his orders. Even 
the difpatches of the two generals feem to have a my flerious 
reference to each. other’s proceedings, andto be a fort ol 
watch-word, or fecret indication of their condition, intended 
rather for the underftanding of each other, than the informa 
tion of the public. “ Nothing particular has happened.” 
fays Moreau: “ All goes well,” fays Bonaparte. 

In refpe& of mutual intelligence, and extenfive fupport, 
the French have. obvioufly a decided advantage over thew 
opponents, and their celerity of execution mull be admired ; 
yet the conduét of the Auftrian generals is entitled to great 
applanfe. Melas acting under all the difadvantages attend- 
ing a want af: information, executed with great fpirit and 
perfeverance the inftru€tions he had received; and Kray, 
uvenpecedly attacked by a pees force, made omeey 
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and admirable retrograde movement, fill oppofing to the 
enemy an invincible firmmefs, and compelling them to buy 


at a very dear price every fuccefs they obtained. 


FRANCE, 


The domeftic ftate of France prefents nothing new: the 
appearance of internal affairs has varied but little for fome 
years. A conteft between exceflive diflipation and abjeft 
mifery ; a fufpenfion of ufeful labour, and arardent purfuit 
of trifles ; the extremes of yain-glory and meannels, inflated 
yanity and abje&t degradation ; form the general picture of 
France. The military charafter of the nation will always 
command admiration; but in every other refpe& it prefents 
hothing worthy of eftcem or regard: its force is always dii- 
honeftly applied, and its talents always exerted in fraud and 
circumvention. Though the national fpirit may be gratified 
by the report of brilliant military advantages, the phyfical 
wants of the people muft be felt, and wail with great difh- 
culty.be repaired : commerce annihilated, mutual intercourfe 
fufpended, induftry rendered unavailing, and fubfiftence 
precarious and difficult: thefe evils are increafed by every 
day’s delay, and the ultimate difficulty of reforing to the 
country thofe effeéts af peace which are termed its bleflings, 
muf infpire an ardent with in the rulers of France to pro- 
cure it, if poflible, without making fueh facrifices as would 
endanger the ftability of their domination. : 


ECG Y P T. 


The report, of which we expreffed fome doubts in our 
lah, feems to be now entirely confirmed. The French 
taking advantage of the unguarded ftate of the Turkifh ar- 
mies, and of the diffatisfaétion which the prefence of fo 
large a body neceflarily excited, unexpettedly recommenced 
holtilities. Some efforts were made by the French, and the 
partifans of French faith, to juftify this condu&; but it will 
not be eafy to convince thofe who refle&t, that the adoption 
of fuch a proceeding, without making a complaint or de- 
manding an explanation, can be at all juftified or accounted 
for, on any other ground than that of deliberate, premedi- 
tated treachery. 


RUSSTA. 


The conduét of the Emperor Paul is one of thofe evegs 
whieh occafionally occur in hiflory, and fhew how flight e 
Caprice may diforganife the beft-formed and moft hopeful 

plans. 
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plans. With his aid, in the manner and to the extent 
which his proclamation of laf year promifed, the deliver. 
ance of Europe would have been effeéteds Whatever might 
be his caufes of complaint againft other powers, the Britith 
court had given him no real umbrage, and yet againft usa 
great part of his fpleen appears to be dire&ed. Qur.ambaf- 
fador 1s infulted, our meifengers detained, and if report may. 
be credited, our intereft is to be aflailed by an armed neutrality 
fimilar to that of 1779. 


IRELAND. 


The meafure of the Union is carried on with unabated 


aétivity, and though oppofed to the laf by thofe who con- 
fider oppofition as a duty, gains additional friends both in 
and out of Parliament. The Houfes are now employed on 
the delicate fubjé& of indemnifying borough proprietors for 
the lofs of their patronage. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Britifh Parliament has been chiefly engaged on the 
fubje& of fupplies and fubfidies. The Bavarian fubfidy 
dmounting to 566,688]. was difcuffed the 26th of May in the 
Houfe of Commons, and voted, after a debate of conft- 
derable length. The income-bill new modified, and divefted 
of fome of its moft obnoxious claufes, has undergone feve- 
ral difcuffions in the Houfe, and at Jength received the Royal 
Affent. 

A naval force, with troops on board, under Sir Edward 
Pellew and General Maitland, equipped from our ports, has 
ventured to invade the territory of the French, and has been 
hitherto fuccefsful. On the fecond of June, they attacked 
and demolifhed the forts at the fouth-weft end of Quiberon, 
took and deftroyed feveral veffels at Morbilian, on the 6th, 
where they alfo deftroyed the guns, and blew up the powder 
magazine. The principal objeét of thefe attacks has been to 
diftrefs the combined fleet at Breft ; and this has been effetted 
by a general interruption of the coafting trade. In further 
profecution of the fame purpofe, the Englifh troops have 
taken poffeffion of the ifles of Houat and Hodie at the en- 
trance of the river Vilaine, between Belleifle and Quiberon. 

A ftill more effe&tual blow was ftruck by Sir John Bor- 
lafe Warren, on the 10h of June. He cut out of the St. 
Croire eleven fail of viftuallers, deftined for the fupply of 
the Breft fleet, and run aground about twenty more. - This 
important fervice was performed with inconfiderable lofs.
